ENGLISH EGG TRAIN 



Effort to Educate Farmer 
Value of Poultry Industry. 



Agricultural Orsanlzatlon Society, in 
Which Agricultural Co-Operation 
of England Is Focused Is Orig- 
Inatoh of Idea. 



London — .V c:n:ii',ui;M (juitc novel to 
England has starte,! with the first 
of the Knglifh demonstration egg 
trains. Its official name la the South 
Wales demonstration train. It bears 
aloft Its title in big lettering and on 
either side are the names of the two 
societies which have organised the 
endeavor. The Agricultural Organiza- 
tion Fociety, in which the ngriculturlsl 
< o-op( rati(jn of Kii^';!and Is focused. Is 
one. The National Poultry Organiza- 
tion society, whence the Idea ema- 
nated. Is the other. 

The train is a pioneer. Since the 
value of co-operation in the poultry in- 
dustry was discovered requests for 
depots have come In thousands. In 
the last kIx years the society 
has striven to Interest a rather 
lethargic pul)llc and less than thirty 
depots were started It Is now ex- 
pecteil that 100 will be organized be 
fere :!:c year Is uul and Ihia taundred 
represents only • peroentage of eligi- 
ble localities. 

So egg trains can be expected pres- 
ently to travel east and north as 
well aa west. The train which trav- 
erse,"? the south of South Wales Is 
I at her like the hare In a paper chase 
It drops literature behind It wherever 
it Rni's and a large pack, it ia hoped, 
viii pick up th* trail and follow the 
lead. 

Th* train Is first and foremost mis- 
sionary. Britain, aa well as Wales. Is 
in outer darkneea from the point of 
view of the scientific poulterer, and 
In his dialect requires above all 
things Instruction In "candling " The 
charge is that Wales docs not know 
a good fowl when It sei-s It, which is 
seldom. It is innocent of the arts of 
cramming and of trussing even such 
fowls as it produces. It haa yet to 
discover the value of the breakfast 
egg. and Is totally nnaddtcted to the 
necessary precaution of paasing each 
egg In front of a bright light before 
handing It on to the consumer, 

Welshmen are unaw.-in.' of the dis- 
covery, which was wi>li known to Ro- 
man poultry kei i)ers 2.ae() years agf), 
that infertile eggs remain "breakfast 
egg " longer than the fertile. In 
short the poultryman's art is In • bad 
way westward. 

The mlsalonary train is modeled ex- 
actly on ita American prototype. Prai- 
rie farmers, hungry for aclentlfic 
knowledge, flock even from great dis- 
tances to the stopping places of the- 
agrictdtural dcinonptratlon trains, 
which are sent out frequently by a 
scientific govern luent working through 
scientific institutions. They find on 
assembling at the siding juat what the 
Welsh farmers In the shtM ot Car- 
marthen, Cardigan and 'Paabroke 
«rfll flad at bitervala. 



I Before their eyes, as the, side of 
the demonstration van is let down, 
are unfolded the engines of the indus- 
try and the finished works of art 
The onlookers can themselves pass 
before the Informing flames on the 
patent lamp eg^s carefully selected 
to e.xhihit all the vices and virtues oi 

the egg. 

The Idea of the cooperative depots 
which the demonstration train is to 
popularize has already appealed 
strongly to the Welsh small holdera. 
Enthusiastic meetings have been held 
and addresses delivered and a mass 
of correspondence has reached the 
headquarters of the .National Poultry 
Organization society. So the e^g and 
poultry train Is clvlng its first dcm 
onstration in .'-'outh Wales. The ex 
penses are largely supplied by the 
money allotted by the government to 
the .\griculturai Organisation society, 
which admirably directs English co- 
operation from Its center at Dacre 
houae, Westminster. 

The organising assistance of the 
Great Western railway, which has 
made several attempts to help small 
holders, has smoothed the working of 
the campaign. It Is hoped that the 
success of this dashing experiment 
will stimulate repetitions In othi-i 
parte of the country. North Wales, 
too. Is in outer darknaas. and central 
Yorkshire is suffering from market 
difllculties. The American trains of 
this pattern have wrought wonders. 
They have brought before the eyes 
and to tho ears of remotest farmers 
the latest knowledge on the most ele- 
mental subjects of agriculture. The 
South Wales demonstration train is to 
go a step further. It is to teach the 
value of a great movement as wall aa 
to demonstrate to ey* and *ar the 
advantage of scientific methods. The 
occaalon Is new in the annala of ag- 
ricultural organisation in Inland.

Merohantt of Detroit Plaot Or- 
ders for 300 of "Buir Variety. 



Unlike Any Other IMember of Rep- 
tile Family He Inspires Peeling of 

Affection — To Prove Bene- 
flclsl In Moral Way. 

Detroit Mich.— A local naturalist 
has placed an order with a Tens firm 
for 300 bull snakes, which ar* to be 
used to exterminate the rats of De- 

tPMt. 

When the snnkes arrive they nro 
to be given out free In all applicants, 
with the understanding that the first 
to come will be the first served. 

The snake is a native of the en- 
tire Pacifle coast country as well nn 
the I. one Star state, but the south 
0111 specimen is said to b* th* best 
ratter, hence the placing of th* ordei 
there. 

"Ho will make good, never fear," 
says the man who has boosted tho 
'lua'.ir.catlons of the bull snake. It 
doejs not take a roaudor to put the 
bull snake through his little stunt 
He performs o( his own vqlition and 
with extreme avidity. All you havr 
to do is to welcome him Into your 
home with average politeness. He 
will do the rest, l iiless some of tho 
rats are sick a bed and Indisposed to 
roam lii ijuest of food lio will have 
(hem all In a week. Then he can be 
loaned to your neighbor. 

"'And right there la where the dlfQ- 
culty of th* whol* plan comes in. You 
won't wish to loan him. The bull 
snake Is unlike any other m*mb*r of 
the snake family In that be Inspires 
a feeling of affection and companion- 
ship between himself and the people 
ho meets, In contradistinction to tho 
oathing and repugnance with Which 
other snakes are regarded. 

"Out In the west almost every 
ranch haa ita pet bull snake. You can 
spur the cayusee. cult the eat and kick 
the dog, but don't step on "Bill' or 
you'll get the dislike of the rancher, 
for the big serpent Is his one best 
pet. The prime purpose of having 
Hill' present la to keep away the rat- 
tlers which he will kill on sight and 
which will run their fastest to get 
out of bis way, but he aoon gets to bo 
one of the family and la treated as 
auch. It ia no unusual oeourrence to 
see an eight foot bull snake coiled 
in a chair at n rancher's table, with 
his nock stretched over the edge and 
his head resting on a plate, while hia 
master feeds him tlt-blts of meats and 
pastry. He ia sure to be popular In 
Detroit."" 

Not only Is the advent of Bill sup- 
posed to mark the extermination or 
exodus of the rat but he is to prove 

beneficial In a moral way. When you 
see a bibulous person with disheveled 
hair quivering In an agony of fe.ir 
and horror, don't tell him that it is 
a real snake he sees on tho walk. Let 
him think that be has the "Jimmies." 
Perhaps It will cure him of the habit. 

Several of the big Detroit stores 
have put In a reguiaition for a dotan 
of the bull anakea Th* rats ar* a 
cause of great moneUry loss to local 
merchants, not only to the grocery 
and meat man. but to dry goods men 
as well. Some of the moi-e fastidious 
rodents will pass up tho best new 
vegetahk's and even cheese to feed 
on silk and satins. Ills appetite Is 
often Illogical. 

C. Hart Merrtam, chief of the Biolog- 
ical survey, of the Unlt*d States de- 
partment of agricultur*, at Washing- 
ton, and other eminent scientists in 
the service are enthusiastic over tho 
try out of the bull snake as a rat 
catcher In Detroit. Doctor Merriam 
has written that he Is quite familiar 
with the talent and ability '.he ser 
pent and that he is Batisflod that the 
experiment will not be a disappoint- 
ment "My only suggestion is a Ut- 
ile advice to the ladiea to guard their 
coiffures,"' be says. "With Bill, a rat 
la a rat, and hairplna won't stop him."'

The home Is th* bMls of society. 
aiid.no elyle, mdal or physical bet- 
tamenf. can be readied except 
throufh Intelligent, purposeful effort 
to raise the standards of home life, of 
marriage and Its dutlef>, of fatherhood 
and motherhood, and of citizenship. 
The God-given funetlon of parenthood 
Is the highest, most far-reaching duty 
of humanity, and the permanence and 
sacredness of marriage la the tounda- 
tton of society. 

All atudenta of social conditions 
aaeklng the cause ^of crime and dls- 
•aae, trace them to Inefficient homes. 
Money and infinite labor are expended 
on charity, on the care of defective, 
dependent and delinquent children, on 
hospltnl.i, reformatories, orphan asy- 
lums and prisons. Practically nothing 
Is dono to remove the causes which 
lie far back of tbe condltlona, and 
which are largely preventable. 

Homea are Inefficient because there 
la° nothing In our present educational 
lystem to tit young people for wise 
home-makers, intelligent parents, 
broad-minded, public .spirited citizens. 
There Is no provision by which young 
parents may procure the knowledge 
that is vital for the protection ot the 
life and development of the minds and 
aoula of the children committed to 
th^r care. Instinct does not make 
pareikts any more than it makes wise 
apeclallsts in any other branch of 
work. 

The Natltjnal Congress of Mothers, 
from whoso declaration of principles 
the foregoing statements are gleaned, 
is doing practical and efllcient service 
In seeking to reach every home, every 
parent, and extend a knowledge of 
child nurture. The congress Is strong- 
ly urging such provision as will give 
to parents the knowledge which will 
do more than anything else to check 
the evils «.hleh menace society. 

The tenlhle death rati' among In- 
fants can be cberk( (I only I'v giving 
to every expectant mother the knowl- 
edge of what the baby needs in food, 
sleep, clothing and care. The time has 
come when every nation, through a 
special department, should provide the 
data eoncemtng infants which may be 
uned by boards of health and mothers. 
The parents' assoclntlons and mothers' 
circles for the sttuiy of th'i welfare 
of the child in home, scbooi and statv 
ataottid be eo-extenslv* with th* 




schools which the clilldrcn attend. 
Study courses and libraries for par- 
ents should be provided for every par- 
ents' association. As strength la 
gained by unity of action, these asso> 
elation* Bhaald unit* In local, atat* 
and national bodle* In the eause of the 
welfare of the child, and in diffusion 
of Intelligent knowledge of its re- 
quirements. 

A thorough knowledge of the child's 
physical nce<Is will result In the elim- 
ination of many diseases due to 
parental Ignorance. A knowledge of 
the high, holy and pure functions of 
sex inculcated In the receptive minds 
of children by parents would go far 
toward preventing the sodal evil— Il- 
legitimate children, venereal diseases 
and unhappy marriages. The knowl- 
edge of how to develop honesty, re- 
liability, purity of mind and reapon- 
Flblllty In children, would [ir' V(>nt 
much crimlnalty. The laws of health, 
particularly in relation to food, venti- 
lation and sanitation, if thoroughly un- 
derstood and enforced, would have a 
great Influenee on health of mind and 
body. 

The present methods of caring for 
the dependent, neglected, delinquent, 
defective and wayward children are 
far from adi qiiate. The care of chil- 
dren In Individual homes rather than 
lustltutions and orphan asylums can- 
not bo too strongly recommended. 
The group system, with house-mother 
and disttact family llf*. has proven 
most successful In Institutions. Th* 
placing of wayward children In homes 
where experts In child oare may study 
and guide tbcm. Instead of In reform- 
atorle.^. Is nov.' advised bjT the leading 
students of sociology. 

Study of the physical condltlona of 
the clilld. which may be the chief 
cauFe (if 'ii(ir:il failure, |s highly im- 
portant. The leaching of speech to 
deaf children, without tbe use of sign 
language, should begin at an early age. 
The prevention of deafness may be ae- 
compllsbed by aegragatlng the deaf, 
thus preventing Intermarriage and the 
perpetuation of the defect. The pr*<- 
ventlon of blindness is possible 
through widespread dl.ssenilii.-itlon of 
knowledge as to tbe cause and means 
of prevention, with law* regulating 



the care of children at birth. 

Legislation can do much to prevent 
the Causes of unnecessary orphanage 
by requiring employer* to provide 
aafeguard* for llf* and haalth. At th* 
*am* tlm* a certain amount of whole* 
some manual work Is necessary and 
should be a part of the system of ed- 
ucation from the kindcrgaiten through 
every school grade. 

Decent housing and sanitary condi- 
tions should be mandatory under the 
supervision of boards of health. No 
community can afford to keep plague 
spot* In Its .midst Playgrounds for 
^Idran should b* mandatory and In 
•ufflclant number In every neighbor- 
hood to keep the children oft the 
streets. No children should be sub- 
jected to the criminal influences that 
come from association with criminals 
in courts, prisons and police stations. 

Juvenile courts and a well organized 
probation system should be a part of 
the system for child care In every 
community. No child should be In an 
almshouse, no ehlld should be per- 
manently placed In a family or Insti- 
tution without the authority of the 
court, and with a record that will 
make it always possible to trace them. 

Probation ofllcers should be skilled 
In homeuinlvinR, able to advise mothers 
lu ail ih:<r ^.^ih's to make a good 
mother and n good housekeeper; able 
to aid In problems of child care and 
to guide difficult children Into safe, 
wholesoin* ways of llf*. 

Mothers organized In every nation 
to study the physical, mental and 
moral growth of childhood, to study 
community conditions aflecting chil- 
dren with the purpose of making theni 
wholesome and helpful. Is the funda- 
mental step that will elevate the 
standards of marriage, parenthood and 
home life, and raise Uie physical and 
moral tone of the raoe. This I* th* 
landabl* work that 1* b«lng underta- 
ken by the national Congrea* ot 
Mothers, and great good has already 
been done along these lines. The an- 
nual meeting of the congress will be 
held In Denver. June Ki-l.'i. when prob- 
lems of child care will be discussed 
by leading experts. Mothers, teach- 
ers and child lovers In gflseral will be 
weloom* to th* m**tlag*.

Usually a bachelor in search of a 
wife— and Baklmoa marry when yet 
I9*r* hoy a B O** to the hoiw* of th* 
fair en*. s*ls«s her by the hair or any- 
where else that offers a Arm hold, and 
drags her to bis home, she meantime 
shrieking and Htrug);Ilng as If she 
were being murdered, while her fam- 
ily gaze Indifferently or smilingly on 
at her courtship. Tbe more high-bred 
the girl the greater her struggles and 
outcries and the longer she keepa 
th*** up. It iMtlng considered tbe cor* 
r*et thing tor h*r to "carry oa" for 
two or three day*, even to' the *xt*at 
of running home after her plac* upon 
tbe Eskimo bench— apportioned among 
from threo to tea famlUea— ha* been 
assigned lu her. 

In addition to his place and Its warm 
skin*, her bridegroom often presents 
bar wHh a a*w lamp, lamp tabi* and 

water pall. Although the young hus- 
band may be aware that his wife en- 
tartalns an arrectlun for him. If she 
curries .her obbervance of her wedding 
too far'ba somotlnicu ciitu ilm tolea of 
her feet slightly so that she cannot 
irun nvLy. liy tbe time her feet are 
w«il she lls a oontented housewlse. Oo- 
oaaUmaily s girl r^^Ily objects to her 
*a If b* wilt not release her 



—and a peace-loving Eskimo rarely 

wants an unwilling wife— the girl 
learns to endure patiently her fate. 

Another way of wooing is to visit 
the "young people's house" of a vil- 
lage and there select a wife. Bach 
village has such a house for unmar 
ried persons. Thr' youth selects a 
wife, and If they like each other and 
their respective parents have no ob- 
jections, a brief trial marriage is fol- 
lowed by the ceremony of taking 
home the bride In less violent fashion 
than by tbe hair of her head. 

Eskimo couples are generally kind 
and affectionate toward each other, 
and the wife Is usually well treated ac- 
cording to her code This admits only of 
tntlro obedience upon the part of the 
wife, although henpecked husbands are 
not unknown. She must aubmlt to being 
exchanged when her iMabaad and 
some friend arrang* the matter with- 
out consulting her, and for as^ long or 
■hort a time as her lord pl« asoa. These 
exchanges are often arranged for her 
Interest, however, as when she cannot 
accompany her hu.sband on u hunting 
expedition and Iw lak?B a friend's wife 
instead, leaving the friend In charge 
of his own; or when a homesick girl 
wants to visit her people, when. If her 
husband cannot tak* h*r, som* oth*r 
man undertake* th* JourB*y and 
leaves his wlf* as hostage. Ratrao- 
tory wives are exchanged also by way 
of punishment. 

An l>.klnio always travels with liH 
wife or a t>orrowed one; therefore, 
the wifeless plight of our explorers 
awakenf astonishment and eompa*> 
ston.

Kentucky's New State Capitol 

Building Dedicated at Frankfort 

Mew Building Formally Opened With Elaborate Program-- 
Three Addraitet Are Deliyered At the Dedica- 
tion Elxercises-Some Historical 
Kentucky Facts. 




First Permanent State House, Frank 
fort, Ky. Built 1793 and D»> 
•troyad by fire 1813. 



Frankfort— Every true Kentucklan 
Tlewed with hMit full of pride the 
dedication of the new state Cftpitol. 
for the capltol building of this grand 
old commonwealth Is one of the finest 
In the United States and stands as a 
monument to the honesty and Integrity 
of the people who made it possible. 

The capltol commission, composed 
of Gov. A. Wlllson, TroRsuror K. 
Farley, Auditor Frank I'. James, Sec 
retary of State Bruner and Attorney 
General Breathitt, arranged the dedl 
cation exercises. United States Sena 
tor William O. Bradley delivered tho 
principal uddreas, and saoit talks 
trere made by Ctor. WlUson, former 
Oov. J. C. \V. Uockham and Mayor 
James H. Polsgrove, mayor of Frank 
fort. 

Building Opened for Inspection. 

Kollowing tlie formal exercises the 
building was opened for Inspeotion by 
the public. C,o\. WillBon and the other 
state officials rin-civrd diirinR the evo- 
nlng in tho ;;:)venior'B reception room. 

The members of the 1910 general 
assembly were all present and the ma- 
jority of tho members of tho Kf'noral 
assemblies of 1906 and 1903 who ai>- 
proprlated the money for the ereetlon 
of the building were also present to 
rejoice with the citizens that so ^reat 
a work has boon arcompli.Khod and 
that IK) t;iir!f of (•orriii)tlo!i attaches. 

A touching ftviture of the exercises 
was tho deconitinB of the grave of the 
B«v. J. McCliiskey Blayney in Frank- 
tort cemetery during the morning by 
a committee of the Frankfort Busi- 
aeas Men's club, as provided by reso- 
lution of that body In recognition of 
his loyalty to and his exertions in tho 
retention of the seat of governnienl 
at Frankfort. 

Tho grouidF sMrroiinding the capltol 
were not entirely completed, but tho 
visitors got a fairly good Idea of the 
beaut) of the approach to the building 
when completed. 

Sonr.e Historic Facts. 

On December fi. 1776, Kentucky 
County was established by Virginia 
out of Ftncastle Connty. In the spring 
of 1783 Kentucky was erects into a 
district and a "Court of Criminal as 
well as Civil Jurisdiction, coextensive 
with the district was erected." says 
Collins, ihr lii. (ijiiiiM. Tile flr.st codrt 
was held at Ilarrodsburg the same 

First Convention In Danville. 

Tho first fonvenflon looklnj? to the 
admipsloii of the district hno 
the Union as a State was held 
at Danville, December, 1784, and 
was composed of delegates from 
each mllltla company In the district. 
No definite results were secured, as 
the Virginia Legislature prescribed 
piieh restrictions as were not accept- 
able to the leaders of the district. 

Much polilii-al oxi iicf^iciit followed, 
and it was only after seven conven- I 
tloTis wcie held that slie eighth convo- 
cation secured such concesaionB from 
the mother state aa were acceptable, 
and called the ninth oonventlon to 
meet In Danville In April. 1791, to form 
a State Constitution, Congress havloK 
on February 4, 1791. passed an act ad- 
adtttng Keiitiicky Into tho T'nion. 
The First Constitution. 

The members of tho ninth and final 
convention were elected in December, 
1791, met the following April, and 
formed the Orat constitution. This 
constitution was adopted by the people 
In May, 1792, and Isaac Shelby was 
elected governor. The legislature 
elected at the same time met at I.,ei: 
Ington in June of the same year and

fixed upon Frankfort as the future 
permanent seat of government. The 
t'Pst inoetini; of tlu; loslslaturc at T.ex- 
)n>;ton wih held in a two-story log 
house, of wiii' ii iio pictur* or descrip- 
tion Is prese rved. 

Tho second temporary state hotis^. 
In which the legislature met at Erauk 
fort In 1793, was for Its day a rather 
pretentious two-story frame residence, 
the home of .Andrew Holmes, who do 
nated the land upon •Ahicli 'n ei-cot a 
I'f mianent buildinK. and who al.'?o «ave 
much timber, stone, etc., for the erec- 
tion of the Ihst pennaiieni state hf)use. 
(A fairly good picture of which If 
Riven herewith.) This building was 
destroyed by lire In November, 1S12 
and the second one, which was erected 
1814-16 (see lllustraitlon), was burned 
in 1824. 

Volumes Could Be Written. 
During the years 1827-29 the classi 
cal state house recently vacated (and 
which la ahown In Illustration) was 
erected. It was the seventh building 
used as a state house. Volumes could 
be written of this grand old building 
and tho happenlnps within Its walls, 
for the Rroater pait of Kentucky ^ jio 
litlcal liiHtory lias boon made durint: 
the three quartcv.s of a e. litury ll li:i I 
been occupied. Within lis walls all .of 
Kentucky's famous men of that titn 
have been heard, and her greatest 
Jurists hiave handed down learned deci- 
sions, many of which have been ac 
cepted by the Natlm and Sister Com- 
monwealths as the correct Interpetra- 
tion of the law. 

Cost Over Two Millions. 
The new Capltol buildlni;, groimds, 
electric light plant, landscape garden 
ing and other Improvements, will cost 
when completed two and a half mil- 
lion dollars, and there haa never been 
the least Euepiclon of graft connected 
with the work. 

The building of a new stafo housn 
commensurate with the wealth and 
dignity of the Coininonwealth had loiii; 
been considered and discussed at 
many sessions of the General Assem- 
bly, but It was not until 1894, under the 
administration of Qor. Beokham, that 
an appropriation of one million dol- 
lars was made to begin the work. 

The commission, consisting of Gov. 
.1. C. W. neckham. Auditor S. W. 
Hager, Secretary of State H. V. Mc-

Hayes, ;i);?eiher 
with .-Vrelule, t K. M. .\i (!rews, decided 
that the f. rounds occupied by the old 
state house were I'ot large enough, or 
that its location in the center of the 
city was not a suitable place for the 
new liulldiiiiK'. 

Decide to Purchase New Site. 
AccordiUKly, in 190r>, tlov. Mc kliam 
convened the legislature In extraordi- 
nary aesalon to consider the matter of 
a new location. After some weeks' 
consideration it was decided to pnr- 
elia.'ie a new site at the extreme south 
limit of South l-'rankfort, about a mile 
iroiu tho old, and an approjiriatlon was 
made to buy the forty or more acres 
selected. 

Cround was broken for the new 
building In 1906, and the magnificent 
building was completed and occupied 
in less than four years. It la one of 
the moat complete and convenient 
Capltol buildings In the country, many 
persons who are familiar with public 
buildings throughout the United States 
lironounce it without a superior for the 
purposes ior which It was erocted. 
'I'he Illustrations Rivi-ri lierewitli fur- 
nish but a faint idea of its K>'andeur, 
especially the Interior views. The view 
from the front of the hall of the House 
of Repreaentatlves looking toward the 
Senate Chamber gives but a poor ex- 
pi ession of the marble and granite pil- 
lars and balustrades, arches and grand 
winding stairways, which command 
Admiration of all who enter the mag- 
nlilcent vestibule for the first time. The 
room where sits Kentticky's highest 
court is a marvel of beauty, but the 
architect and designer seemed to con- 
( entrate the power of his genius when 
he came to plan and decide upon the 
(tirnishing of the reception room as- 
signed to the governor for public occa- 
sions. Our Illustration fflves some 
idea of the beauty of tbia room, but it 
is only ts ba tnUy appradatai whan 
seen. 

Commodious aa4 Cenvenlent. 

The various offices for the depart- 
ments are commodious and conveni- 
ent. Nothing that would conduce to 
the dispatch of hii^lnesB or the com 
fort of the oflflclah seemt to have been 
overlooked or neglected. After many 
yean of wishing and waiting tiMiae 
who have felt a pride In KantMeky*!
